Householders Must Sack

at Street Curb

nicipal campaign against mosquitoe.' 
was announced Saturday by Mayor 
Albert Graves in an appeal to house- 
holders to gather up all tin cans in 
their backyards and sack them up on 
the street curb for collection early 
Monday morning. 


The city will haul off the cans Mon- 


day free of charge. 


Mosquito-breeding 
usually occurs 


within a few yards of Ihe house whose 
occupants complain of them, and the 
greatest single breeding place in cities 
is usually tin cans, 
littering 
up 
a 


yard. Cans should be gathered up 
regularly, and no can should be left 
exposed to rainfall without first, being 
Bunched through the bottom to pre- 
vent water gathering.1 and affording a 
breeding place for mosquitoes.

"life when you should have liauicl 
food—first childhood and second child- 
hood. Between these periods you will 
dov better with a certain amount of 
solid material, if for no other reason 
than to give exercise to the muscles 
of the stomach and the intestines. 


The power of the human jaw is as- 


tounding. Some people can crack nuts 
with their teeth, and some are able to 
bite-through very hard substances. 
This^lso depends on the development 
of the muscles of the jaws. 


Ordinarily you should chew your 


fcibd until at least the largest masses 
have been broken up and the fibers 
torn apart Fibers in meat are .a type 
of, material which does not digest 
easily. 


The more such food is macerated or 


broken up, the more, likely is diges- 
tion of the food to be good after it 
reaches the stomach. 


When the food reaches the stomach, 


it is churned around, mixed with the 
gastric juices and the hydrochloric 
acicl of.the stomach, and then prop- 
erly forwarded into the bowel.

to Supreme Court

with the building by Roosevelt forces

A crowd took up even standing room 


in the supreme court chamber listen- 
ed, intent, as the Recovery Act was 
defended by its chief administrator. 
Donald 
R. Richberg,

H. Wood and Joseph Heller. 


The justices, who took under ad • 


visement the A. L. A. Schechter poul- 
try case from New York, labeled as 
probly the greatest test of New Decl 
policies since the gold case decisions, 
themselves showed 
intense

with freqent questions. 


Richbere, stressing what he termed 


the "purely voluntary nature" of the 
codes, crossed swords with Wood, th- 
lawyer who helped the government 
win the gold cases. 


Wood contended an emergency did 


not permit congress to step beyond the 
constitutional bounds implied in the 
doctrine of "enumerated powers." 


Congress had the nuthoiity. and used 


it. he said, in banking, relief and oth- 
er legislation, but ho insisted that the 
government's theory in NRA "is de- 
structive or our dual form of govern- 
ment, and subversive of our political, 
economic and social institutions as 
hey have grown up under the con- 
stitution as hitherto understood." 


Richberg replied that congress had 


nerely provided for voluntary co-op- 
Tation of government with industry 
to check the progressive destruction 
jf an economic system." 


He declared that private efforts had 


failed, and that until the downward 
spiral of depression was halted, "grave 
domestic disorders and political up- 
heaval" were inevitable. 


Richberg insisted that the govern- 


ment, in addition to its right to "reg- 
ulate" interstate commerce, had the
